[COURT DRESS FOR MEN. 


Costnmea to Be 'Worn at tbe Corona- 


tion FcuctionB. 


The rules for full court dress are 


very strict and must be obeyed abso- 
lutely by( those attending the corona- 
tion ceremonial in "Westminster abbey, 
levees, court balls and other occasions 
upon which the king is present There 
are no exceptions to this rule, accord- 
ing to the New York World, and the 
members of the special embassy from 
the United States must appear in full 
court dress, which includes knee 
breeches, silk stockings, a cocked bat, 
a sword, gold lace and gilt buttons 
with "mounted crowns" on them. 


Here is tbe full court dress for those 


gentlemen who have no naval, military 
or civil uniform: 


A dark colored cloth dress coat, to be 


worn unbuttoned, single breasted, with 
standing collar and pointed pocket 
flaps and with gilt convex buttons 
with mounted crown; white waistcoat 
without collar, but with similar but- 
tons of smaller size; breeches of black 
cloth or of cloth of tbe same color as 
tha coat, to be worn with black or 
white silk hose and shoes with gilt 
buttons, or black velvet knee breeches 
with black silk hose and shoes with 
gilt or steel buttons; a black beaver or 
silk cocked hat, with black silk cock- 
ade, gold lace, loop and button; a 
sword and silk shoulder belt, with 
frog of the coat color, and a white 
neckcloth. 


The only deviation from the above 


is when one wishes to wear a black 
silk velvet coat This need not have 
embroidery, but must be ot, the same 
shape-as tbe coat above described, and 
a black silk velvet waistcoat may be 
worn with It, 


The members of the United States 


special embassy, with tbe exception of 
General Wilson and Admiral Watson, 
who will wear their uniforms, will ap- 
pear in the above described costumes 
at the coronation functions.

lumbia have made the ocean easy of 
access to the country west of the Cas- 
cades. Repeated reports of the United 
States engineers show that in all the 
miles of the Columbia there is "not one 
insurmountable barrier to the making 
of a free and open channel. All of 
which is very important to the dwellers 
in the country along the upper river 
and its tributaiies. 


The navigation of the Columbia be- 


gins at its very source, Upper Colum- 
bia lake, situated between the foothills, 
of the Rocky mountains and the Pur- 
cell range. Crossing the international 
boundary, the river flows through a 
mountainous country for a stretch of 
109 miles in a direction a little west of 
south. In this stretch there are eleven 
miles of nonnavigable water. Between 
the boundary and the confluence of the 
Okanogan river there are thirty princi- 
pal obstructions to navigation. Two or 
three of these suffice to make a long 
stretch of the river impassable, and 
their removal would open the whole. 
The last principal obstruction to navi- 
gation lies between The Dalles and Ce- 
lilo. Here the river is forced for thir- 
teen miles through deep and narrow 
channels, and many small falls occur. 
From The Dalles to the mouth of the 
Columbia the river is open. 


The effect of the proposed improve 


ments would be in brief to give water 
transportation to the products of the 
southern portion of the famous Big 
Bend country in Washington and the 
great agricultural districts of eastern 
Oregon. 


It would mean even more than this. 


The Snake river empties its waters into 
the Columbia a few miles north of the

In most person.* tbe bea,t 
of. the pulse cannot be perceived, but 
the meic fact that the beating is per- 
ceptible does not mean that the pulsp 
is other than normal. I have conic 
across a number of cases where tbe 
throbbing of the wrist could be plainly 
seen, Jtnd yet the persons rarely gave 
"evidence of abnormality in tempera.- 
ture. They were rarely feverish and 
were In good physical condition gen- 
erally. Pulses of this .kind, from this 
view, which is based upon actual ob- 
servations of cases, "do not indicate 
anything more than an abnormal phys- 
ical condition in the formation of the 
wrist veins. 


"I have met with one case which 


was possibly a little extraordinary in 
that it was plainer and much more dis- 
tinct than any I had ever seen before. 
It could almost be heard. The artery 
would rise to & point almost as large 
as the ball of the little finger of a 
child and would change from the white 
of the skin to a blood purple with each 
beat of the pulse. I found it easy to 
eount the pulse beats without touching 
the patient's wrist. I could see plainly 
enough to keep the record, and in order 
not to err in my calculation I tested i± 
in several ways and found it was cor- 
rect and that there was no mistake in 
my counting with tbe naked eye."— 
New Orleans Times-Democrat.
